Bowie’s Success. 

Havre de Grace Stakes. 
Exterminator Entered. 

The Chesapeake Stakes. 

The Bowie meeting is now well under way 
and the continued good attendance in the 
face of adverse weather and track conditions 
ia an excellent index to the popularity of the 
sport. 

The Bowie track labors under the handicap 
of inadequate and uncomfortable transporta- 
tion facilities and the fact that so many people 
are willing to make the trip from Washing- 
ton and Baltimore each day for the sake of 
seeing a day’s racing is strong evidence that 
the turf is among the most popular of all 
out-of-doors entertainments. 

Good horses have been attracted to Bowie 
for the present meeting and this is proof that 
the Prince Georges Park course has assumed 
a really important part in the eastern racing 
scheme. The days when Bowie merely 8cr>’ed 
as a stop gap between the winter racing and 
the real opening of the eastern season are past 
and many of the best horses in training now 
begin their campaigns with the opening at the 
Southern Mar>la2.d Agricultural Association 
plant. 

The entries in the stakes of the Harford 
Agricultural and Breeders’ Association, which 
conducts the meeting at Havre de Grace, have 
closed with an exceptionally good return. 
Most of the horses which have taken part in 
the Bowie meeting will move on to Havre de 
Grace when the present meeting closes, and 
will be reinforced by aggregations of thorough- 
breds which were not far enough advanced in 
their conditioning to race at the Bowie 
meeting. 

The stake lists for the Havre de Grace 
meeting contain the names of all of the stars 
that could have been expected to race at that 
course and many that ordinarily w’ould have 
waited until later in the season before begin- 
ning the campaign. 

The Harford Handicap, which will be run 
April 16, the opening day, has attracted an I 
exceptionally good entry list. W. S. Kilmer’s 
Exterminator is entered in this and it is quite 
possible that the grand old gelding will make 
his return to eastern racing in that race. 

Exterminator showed by his race behind 
Bunstar, Osprey and Cherry Tree in the Cof- 
froth Handicap that he is still a good horse, 
in spite of the fact that he did not win. 
The Harford Handicap is a three-quarters 
da.«h. Exterminator has won it before in 
spite of the fact that he is noted for his 
long distance feats rather than for sprinting. 

He will have plenty of high class opposition 
in the Harford Handicap, however. The Ran- 
cocas Stable 8 Zev, J. S. Cosden’s Dunlin, the 
Kenton Stable’s Senator Norris, R. T. Wilson’s 
Wilderness, Edward Arlington’s Dominique, W. 
J. Salmon’s Vigil and many others of similar 
repute are among the nominations. 

If even a part of this aggregation of stars 
accept the weights, which are to be announced 
April 12, the Havre de Grace meeting will 
be graced with a decidedly interesting feature 
contest for the opening day. 

The high point of the Havre de Grace meet- 
ing, however, will probably be the running of 
tha Chesapeake Stakes for three year olds

The Philadelphia Handicap will be run Sat 
urday, April 19, and the Aberdeen Stakes on 
Saturday, April 26. Both promise excellent 
racing, ju<lging from the entry list. 

The Philadelphia Handicap may bring to- 
gether Exterminator and General Thatcher, 
which won the Inaugural Handicap at Bowie. 
There are plenty of other good horses in the 
field, but there will be partciular interest in 
the two, if they start. 

General Thatcher came back to the races 
at Bowie on the opening day in excellent 
condition. He promises this spring to, possi- 
bly, accomplish many of the things which 
were expected of him before, but never real- 
ized. At Havre de Grace he will meet a 
severe test if he starts in the Philadelphia Han- 
dicap. If be emerges from that race success- 
fully, greater things may be expected of him.

William Garth and hi.s oldest .son Woods 
will be here next week w’ith eight or ten of 
the flat runners and jumpers of the Cosdeii 
stable, w’hich wintered at Mr. Cosden’s Can- 
terbury Farm in Fauquier and Culpepper 
counties. Virginia. 

Lord Baltimore IT., Paul .Tones. Dunlin and 
Good Times are the mest formidable flat 
runners of the Cosden establishment, which 
won $197,832 in stakes and purses last year. 
Ix>rd Baltimore II.. winner here last Siep- 
tember of the $10,0i)0 Eastern Shore Handi- 
cap. and Good Times probably will be the 
Cosden starters in the $5,i)00 Harford Handi- 
cap. a dash of three-quarters of a mile, for 
three-year-olds and upward, which will be 
renewed April 16 as the opening day fea- 
ture.
